1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claims 1, 8, are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior arts, cited in its entirety, or in combination, do not teach a bus 
connection circuit, which is connected via a bus to a bridge circuit having a 
plurality of pre-fetch buffers for pre-fetching of data from an external device, and 
which receives data from said pre-fetch buffers after assertion of a request, 
comprising a bus interface portion being connected via the bus and a plurality of 
request lines, corresponding to the allocation of the pre-fetch buffers to the bridge 
circuit, and outputs respective request signals to the request lines corresponding to 
the request arbitrated by the arbiter. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale as set for their dependent claims.
